'//inter  vjheat  and  rye  because  of  the  possibility  of  late  freezes  after 
the  snow  cover  has  melted.    Tliere  was  some  early  frost  damage  in 
Poland  but  the  snow  cover  vb.s  adequate  during  the  first  pait  of  the 
month.    In  Switzerland  the  crop  is  svLfferirg  from  severe  rreather  which 
has  continued  for  some  time.    In  Spain  the  condition  is  reported  as 
satisfactory  and  undemaged  by  cold  weather. 

Reports  from  iJorth  .^f rica  are  favorable.     In  Eg^^t ,  as  reported 
last  week,  and  Morocco  the  condition  is  satisfactory  and  the  Algerian 
crop  is  25  per  cent  above  the  average  condition  according  to  recent 
telegraphic  reports  from  the  International  Institute  of  :^griculture 
at  Some. 

Weather  in  Japan  is  favorable  and  crop  conditions  are  average. 
This  may  also  be  taken  8.s  an  inde::  of  conditions  in  Manchuria, 

Spring  field  work  which  had  alreBAy  begun  in  Europe  has  been 
stopned  in  Belgium  by  late  snow  falls.    It  is  not  known  to  what  extent 
this  is  true  for  other  countries.

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•THE  TOmCCO  SITUATION. 

Production  estimates  for  the  1923  crop  in  foreign  countries  are 
still  very  incomplete  but  in  no  case  do  available  estimates  indicate  a 
production  smaller  than  for  the  crop  of  19^2.    Not  withstanding  the 
indications  of  a  crop  in  excess  of  that  for  any  year  since  1920  the 
foreign  market  for  American  tobacco  has  grsa.tly  improved  during  the 
past  six  or  eight  months  vith  the  result  that  prices  paid  for  Iviaryland 
and  Eastern  Ohio  Export  tobacco  are  highest  since  1919*    This  tobacco 
is  used  especially  in  the  manufacture  of  cigarettes  and  the  foreign 
demand  for  this  type  is  not  TOiolly  indicative  of  the  total  demand.  The 
stocks  of  tobacco  held  by  manufacturers  and  dealers  in  the  United  States 
on  January  3I  "vrere  consistently  higher  than  the  previous  year  for  all 
types  other  than  Ivlaryland  and  Eestern  Ohio  Expert  which  was  39  pe^  cent 
lower.    The  increased  stocks  ranged  from  3  ^/^  per  cent  in  the  case  of 
cigar  types  to  ^1  per  cent  for  Virginia  dark. 

Exports  of  ujimrnuf actured  tobacco  since  191O  have  ranged  from 
about  30  to  more  than  50  pei"  cent  of  the  aniraal  production.     Since  1919* 
exports  have  steadily  declined  in  volume  until  the  fiscal  year  begin- 
ning July  1,  1923*    During  the  seven  months  corjnencing  with  that  date 
they  were  heavier  by  12  per  cent,  or  30,000,000  pounds,  than  for  the 
same  period  in  the  previous  yea^r.     Should  exports  continue  at  the 
present  rate,  the  total  for  this  fiscal  year  will  be  the  highest  but 
one  on  record.     The  dem.and  situation  for  Bright  tobacco  in  England  is 
favorable  and  in  Italy  there  is  a  favorable  demand  for  Dark-fired  tobacco. 
This  situation  may  be  more  than  offset  for  tobacco  in  general  by  a  less 
favorable  outlook  in  Belgium,  Germany,  The  Netherlands  and  Erance  where 
we  export  most  of  our  Maryland  and  Eastern  Ohio  Export  tobacco, 

TOEiCCO  MONOPOLIES, 

Probably  no  well  kno^rni  agricultural  product  is  so  controlled  by 
governmental  activity  as  tobacco.    Twelve  countries  as  follows  have 
full  state  monopolies,  Austria^  Hungary,  Yugoslavia,  ,  Spain,  Italy, 
Erance,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Sweden,  Morocco,  Ecuador,  and  Korea, 
Tobacco  is  considered  m,ore  or  less  a  luxury  which  subjects  it  to 
heavy  ta::ation  for  p'Orposes  of  revenue.    In  some  countries  the  profits 
from  the  exercise  of  the  government  monopoly  on  tobacco  constitute 
as  much  as  10  per  cent  of  the  total  revenue. 

In  countries  v.here  the  tobacco  industry  is  a  state  monopoly  the 
general  plan  of  operation  is  the  same,    Farrr.ers  must  secure  production 
permits  before  they  are  allowed  to  plant  tobacco.     The  total  crop  is 
purchased  by  the  government  at  a  fixed  price.     The  factories  are 
government  ov.ned  and  the  manufactured  cigars  and  cigarettes  are  sold 
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TOPACCO  I.:ONGPOLIES,-COIJT«D, 

only  "by  licensed  dealers  or  by  government  ovmed  retail  shops  s-t  prices 
fijced  by  the  monopoly.    The  right  to  fix  the  prici  as  -vrell  as  to  regu- 
late the  production  and  importation  insures  a  profit  to  the  government 
on  the  turn  over.    In  some  countries  v/h*"re  tobacco  is  monopolized  by 
the  Government  the  production  is  relatively  uiiirnportant  but  in  such 
cases  the  monopoly  mp.intains  its  buying  agent  in  the  exporting  countries 
who  buys  on  goverrjnent  account. 

In  some  other  countries  the  production  of  tobacco  is  allov/ed 
only  upon  goveroment  permit  issued  by  the  internal  revenue  branch,  as 
a  safeguard  for  the  collection  of  taxes.    This  is  particularly  true  of 
Urugua^y  and  Gus.tenala.    Svritzerland  restricts  the  acreage  in  accordance 
with  the  national  policy  of  guarsaiteeing  a  minimum  acreage  for  food 
crops,    Greece  collects  a  higii  e^cport  tax.    In  practically  all  coun- 
tries tobacco  is  responsible  for  a.  considerable  portion  of  the  public 
revenue  either  in  the  form  of  profits  on  the  government  monopoly  or  in 
the  imposition  of  taxes  in  one  form  or  another. 

\iEM.T  rOii  OHiEItt'. 

A  Japanese  and  Chinese  Commission  recently  visited  Winnipeg's 
leading  grain  dealers  with  a  view  to  arranging  for  increased  exports  of 
Canadian  wheat  to  supply  the  flour  mills  in  the  Orient,  says  Consul  General 
Brittain  at  Winnipeg.    The  Japanese  members  of  the  Co.mir.'.ssion  represented 
the  Mitsui  Company  of  Shanghai  ',-hich  last  year  imported  about  11  million 
bushels  of  Canadian  whee.t  and  anticipates  a  very  heavy  increase  in  importa- 
tion in  192U.    The  Commission  also  ^risited  Fort  W'illiam-  inhere  the  grain 
terminal  elevators  are  located,    Canadian  millers,  says  the  Consul,  are 
maMng  a  determined  effort  to  increase  tlieir  flour  exports  to  the  orient.

A  cargo  of  Canadian  wheat  has  recently  been  forwarded  to  lvlexico  in 
an  endeavor  to  establish  a  market  there  for  the  Canadian  products,  says 
Cons'al  A.  B,  Garrett  at  St,  Stephen,  ilew  Brujiswick,  .  'The  Canadian  Trade 
Commissioner  in  Ldexico  reports  the,t  Llexicax  millers  were  highly  pleased  with 
the  quality  of  the  wheat.    He  predicts  that  in  the  near  future  Canada  will 
supply  the  millers  of  Mexico  with  practically  all  of  the  T/heat  used  there 
to  supplement  the  native  crop.    It  is  planned  to  ship  the  ^iheat  by  water 
from  Vancouver,  British  Columbia,-  to  western  ports  in  Mexico, 
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HOW  CAITADIAN  EOGS  GBADE 

In  1922  the  Canadian  Department  of  Agriculture,  largely  with  the 
purpose  of  strengthening  the  position  of  Canadian  bacon  in  the  British 
market,  adopted  a  system  of  grading  live  hogs  designed  to  encourage  the 
production  of  strictly  bacon-type  animals,    Nine  different  grades  vrere 
specified,  ranging  from  "select  bacon"  hogs  suitable  for  the  pi'oduction 
of  choice  bacon  or  V/iltshire  sides  for  eicport,  to  sows  and  stags.  The 
plan  was  made  effective  by  the  agreement  of  Canadian  packers  to  pay  for 
"select  bacon"  hogs  a  premium  averaging  10^  of  the  price  of  "thick  smooths", 
the  next  lower  grade.    The  system  has  not  been  in  operation  long  enough 
to  indicate  how  Canadian  hogs  may  be  expected  to  grade  eventually,  yet  some 
improvement  has  already  taken  place. 

Of  the  two  million  hogs  graded  from  January  to  November  of  the 
past  year,  l^fo  were  in  the  "select  bacon"  class  as  compared  to  12^  when 
grading  began.    The  great  majority,  however,  fell  into  the  second  grade 
"thick  smooths",  a  grade  identical  to  the  "select  bacon"  in  weight  ranges, 
but  failing  as  first  grade  largely  because  the  hogs  did  not  possess 
qualities  found  in  bacon  breeds.    About  one  hog  in  eight  fell  into  the 
third  class,  "shop"  hogs,  while  the  balance,  also  about  one  in  eight, 
was  distributed  among  the  siH  other  grades. 

Ontario  was  the  outstanding  bacon-hog  producing  province,  both 
as  a  result  of  its  natural  advantages  and  the  efforts,  public  and  private, 
which  have  been  made  to  encourage  the  industry  there.    Only  about  20^ 
of  Ontario  hogs  graded  "select",  however,    Vfliile  this  is  now  very  low 
in  comparison  vdth  the  S^fo  "select"  which  Danish  hogs  grade,  a  few 
years  time,  with  continued  emphasis  on  bacon- tjrpe  hogs,  will  undoubtedly 
bring  different  results.    It  seems  unlikely,  however,  that  Canadian 
producers,  with  their  different  circumstances,  can  expect  to  duplicate 
the  Danish  record,

The  Government  tried  to  spread  among  the  population  the  idea  of  the 
.importance  of  corn  as  a  drought  resisting  crop,    Ihe  corn  area  decreased 
in  1923  however,  "by  1,870,000  acres  (about  30  per  cent)  though  the  acreage 
planted  T:as  still  60  per  cent  larger  than  the  pre-war  average. 

This  decrease  in  corn  area  in  1923  is  due  to  the  fact  that  before 
the  ir,'ar  corn  was  raised  only  in  certain  parts  of  Southern  Russia  and  more 
than  half  of  the  production  was  e::ported.     The  m^.ss  of  the  people  are 
not  familiar  v:ith  the  use  of  corn  for  feed  and  human  consumption  and  the 
local  consurnption  of  corn  for  industrial  purpor.es  is  very  limited.  The 
use  of  corn  in  the  manufacture  cf  alcohol,  starch  and  molasses  can  not 
exceed  from  2  to  2  1/2  millions  bushels  under  present  conditions. 

The  production  of  corn  in  1923  T?as  about  the  same  as  the  preceding  year 
and  has  been  estimated  at  about  6ojOOO,000  bushels.    There  is  no  demand 
for  corn  on  the  market  and  prices  have  dropped  extremely  low.    It  is  esti- 
mated that  about  6*4  million  bushels  of  corn  are  now  being  held  on  farms. 
The  peasants  will  probably  reduce  the  corn  acreage  still  more  if  some 
immedia.te  remedial  measures  are  not  adopted  by  the  Goyerr^nent.    Efforts  to 
increase  local  consumption  of  corn  both  for  food  and  industrial  purposes 
can  not  give  results  at  once.    It  is  necessary  to  increase  exports,

Though  the  Canadian  exports  of  bran  and  middlings  have  shovn  some 
decline  since  the  close  of  the  vrar,  it  is  not  as  marked  as  in  the  case 
of  the  United  States  v/here  the  average  exports  for  the  last  five  years 
were  only  6,000  tons  as  against  a  pre-v/ar  average  of  55.000  tons.  The 
average  Canadian  exports  from  1919-23  were  1+7,000  tons  as  compared  iTith 
a  I9IO-IU  average  of  79,000  tons.    Exports  from  Canada  in  I923  amounted 
to  95^000  tons,  the  heaviest  export  since  I909  and  more  than  three  times 
the  exports  in  1922. 

Nearly  all  of  the  United  States  imports  of  bran  and  middlings  come 
from  Canada,     Notwithstanding  the  present  tariff  of  15^,   imports  into  the 
United  States  in  I923  were  unusually  heavy,  amounting  to  99.000  tons  and 
an  import  of  97.000  tons  during  the  seven  months,  July  1,   1923  'to  January 
31,1921+  would  indicate  an  even  larger  import  figure  for  the  whole  of  192^.

The  United  States  exported  445,000,000  pounds  of  tobacco  in  1923. 
This  was  a  small  decrease  as  compared  with  1922  hut  an  increase  of  15  per 
cent  over  the  1909-13  average.-   The.  United  Kingdom  takes  between  35  per 
cent  and  40  per  cent  of  our  exports  and  Prance  and  Italy  together  about  20 
per  cent. 

Over  40  per  cent  of  the  tobacco  entering  into  the  world  trade  comes 
from  the  United  States,  while  the  Dutch  East  Indies  and  Brazil  together 
supply  about  20  per  cent.    The  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  are  the°heaviest 
importers  of  tobacco.     In  1923,  the  United  Kingdo^a  took  159  million  pounds, 
a  decrease  of  8  per  cent  as  compared  with  1922 ,  but  an  increase  of  35  oer 
cent  over  the  pre-war  average.     German  imports  show  a  decrease  of  16  per 
cent  as  compared  ?dth  the  previous  year  and  13  per  cent  less  than  the"  1909-13 
average.    Yfoile  Belgium,  Denmark,  Netherlands,  and  ITorvray  took  more  tobacco," 
Canada  and  Prance  took  less  than  a  year  ago.

Approximately  90  per  cent  of 
this  to'oacco  is  shipped  to  the  Netherlands,  a  considerahle  amount  of  which 
is  later  re-exported  to  other  countries. 
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
